Sir: 


I return herewith, the bill of the Adams Express Co. for transportation of minor coins 
during the month of February ultimo. And transmitted by you to this office on the 12th instant. 
As Section #3528 of the Revised Statutes provides that the expense of distributing the minor 
coinage shall be paid from the Minor Coinage Profit Fund; the account is returned to you for 
payment from that Fund as has heretofore been done. 


Although the contract with the Express Company calls for payment at the Treasury 
Department, yet this bill should be paid at Philadelphia, since it must be paid out of the Minor 
Coinage Profit Fund, and the account kept at your Mint. Should the Express Company, however, 
make objections to receiving the amount at Philadelphia, you will return the account to this 
office together with a draft for the amount of the same, and thus a technical compliance with the 
contract can be had by handing the amount over to the Agent of the Company located in this 
Department, taking his receipts therefor in duplicate and returning the accounts to you.
